The primary purpose was to create 
in each community ti point of contact 
with the work of County Agent W. M. 
Love and Home Demonstration Agent 
Miss Caroline Chambers.

The nim of the Texas State Board of 
H ealth is to materially reduce the high 
m ortality rate and the incidence to 
sickness. 
To effectively do this, D r 
Malone Duggan, state health officer, 
announces that tho work of the d ep art­ 
ment will he centralized on a few major 
activities, the principal ones of which 
will Im1 m alaria control, typhoid fever 
control, sewerage disposal, safe water 
supplies and safe milk 
Safe water 
means much to the health of Hie people 
of the state as many thousands of eases 
of w ater borne diseases are reported to 
the departm ent annually. 
j 
Next in importance to safe w ater 
supplies, is safe milk, and believing 
th a t milk consumption in the south is 
far too low for the good of the health 
of the people, and wishing to increase 
this consumption with the assurance 
th a t tile milk u s e d will he safe, Dr. 
Duggan invited Mr. Leslie ('. Frank, in 
charge of the milk sanitation office of 
the United State public health service, 
to visit Texas and outline the methods 
of grading milk adopted in the various 
southern states whereby the consumers 
can distinguish safe milk from unsafe 
milk. 
A fter careful consideration of 
same, Dr. Duggan has approved the 
methods outlined, and will recommend 
th e enactm ent of city ordinances pro­ 
viding for the grading of milk on the 
basis of merit and results, with the 
milk producers being paid a price com­ 
m ensurate w ith tin- quality of milk 
produced. 
This m akes it worth while! 
for the flair;, men to produce high qual­ 
ity milk and also provides the means! 
by which the consumer knows what he 
is buying. 
Food specialists generally recommend
